District Trustees Propose 
Unified Water and Sewerage 



The District - Trustees of 
the Lake County Public Water 
District met recently with the 
Lake County Board of Super- 
visors and submitted their 
proposal for County wide 
water and sewerage. 
■ The District stated that it 
was, prepared to proceed im- 
mediately on the implemen- 
tation of this proposal and 
would co-operate to the full- 
est extent with all County de- 
partments and the County 
Planning Commission. 

The Lake County Public 
Water District came into be- 
ing in April of 1951 by public 
referendum and is authorized 
to construct, .operate and 
maintain waterworks and 
sewerage works in all of Lake 
County except, Waukcgan, 
North Chicago, Lake Forest, 
Htghwood, Highland Park and 
Great Lakes and Fort Sheri- 
dan. { 

Since 1060 the District has 
given attention to the sani- 
tary sewerage problems of 
the County. 

Their proposal stated that 
tho District Is prepared to 
furnish water and sewer serv- 
ice to unincorporated areas in 
the County as tho need arises.

The District's goal is the 
establishment of a unified 
water supply and sewerage 
system for the County. "Un- 
der the operating control of 
a single authority isolated 
systems which heretofore 
have been a source of trouble, 
can be made to operate ef- 
ficiently and adequately," 
the proposal said. 

The proposal also estab- 
lished that It will not con- 
struct, operate or maintain 
any sanitary sewerage facili- 
ties that will compete with 
ahy established' municipal 
water or sewer utility with- 
out prior consent of the 
municipality. 

Concluding, t h o report 
said, "Proper action by the 
County Board of Supervisors 
to accept these proposals and 
set up the machinery for 
joint action will provide the 
County with a single author- 
ity responsible for water sup- 
ply and sanitary sewerage. 

Tlio Public Works Commit- 
tee of the County Board 
promised to give the Dist- 
rict's proposal serious con- 
sideration,

Clustered Stairs

it was diverting yoamen from 
archery, the sport that fitted 
them to defend England, 
lichee football was banned by 
municipal laws and royal 
edicts beginning' in n .1385 
when Edward HI decided to 
prohibit the game for mili- 
tary reasons. 

Football was not fully re- 
instated until the 1 71 h cen- 
tury when 'Charles II allowed 
many diversions formerly 
^prohibited, A survey pub- 
lished in 1002 recorded that 
goals were set three or four 
miles apart and two or three 
parishes united to play others 
in games that sprawled over 
the countryside. 

The sport began lo take 
definite form at boys' 
schools. Some even drew up 
rules. These allowed the 
ball to be kicked; but nut car- 
ried toward the goal. 

One November afternoon 
in 1823, something strange 
happened at Rugby, a famous 
boys* school. The score was 
tied in a football battle be- 
tween two class teams. Dusk 
was settling. Suddenly a 
player named Ellis "with a 
fine disregard for Hie rules 
of football as played in his 
time, took the ball in his arms 
and ran with it" across the 
goat line. The score was 
not allowed. The event made 
history, however, and began 
Rugby football from which 



it is . so important that dls: 
putes over rules are taken 
before an international 'board 
composed of representatives 
from the Rugby ' Unions ■ Of 
England, Scotland, -Wales 'and 
Ireland. Rugby resembles 
the American game in that 
the ball is oval and may be 
advanced by carrying, pass- 
ing and kicking!: It differs 
notably in having .15 men to 
a team and in placing a high- 
er premium on field goals 

Football, probably brought 
to America by the English 
colonists. An inflated pig 
bladder usually served as the 
ball for. these early games. 
Women played, too, because 
throwing and passing were 
more Important than kicking. 

Early in the 19th century 
football games were pplaycd 
at Harvard and Yale to deter- 
mine 'class supremacy be- 
tween freshmen and sopho- 
mores. The "games" were 
hardly more than mass rush- 
es and "slug tests" In 1860 
authorities at Harvard and 
Yale ended these brawls and 
Harvard student held a mack 
funeral for "Football Fight- 
urn."; 

An important step toward 
making football a recog- 
nized sport was the organi- 
zation of the Oneida Foot- 
ball Club of Boston in 1862. 
The founder of this "first or- 
ganized football club in the
